Enthusiastic Meetings Held—A 


cral Strike May be Ordered 


September 1st. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—Carpenters were 


in session everywhere last night. 
At 


116 Fifth avenue the new bosses met 


and, 
after a lively session, removed M. 


S. Lamoreaux from the arbitrating com- 
mittee. At 167 LaSelle street tho old 
bosses held a meeting and congratulated 
themselves on the disraption of the re- 
lations between the working carpenters 
and the now bosses' association. 
Tho 


carpenters' coancil met at 165 Wash- 
ington street and after a session of three 
hours announced that nothing had 
been done. ' At Bricklayers' hall dele- 
gates to the national convention held a 
meeting lasting until midnight. 


A gentleman, who is familial- with 


the workings of both organizations of 
employ ers, and who stands close to cer- 
tain members of the carpenters' coun- 
cil, gave as his opinion that a general 
strike would certainly be ordered on 
September 1. Outside of routine work 
the^entiro day was spent ia discussing 
the proposed revision of the constitu- 
tion in committee of the whole. Some 
changes were made, but they were not 
of public interest, relating to tho duties 
of officers and the manner in which 
unions may bo admitted. 


THE JSJEW VORK 


The Trouble With Its Employes Ke- 


nuiiiiB Unadjusted. 


YORK, Aug. 8.—Beth J. J. Hoi- 


laud and John W. Hayes, of the gen- 
eral executive board of the Knights of 
Labor, were expected hero yesterday to 
investigate the trouble between the New 
York Central railroad and tho members 
of the order, lately its employes. Only 
Mr. Holland arrived and he did not 
reach the city until 3 p. m,, having been 
detained by an accident to his train. 
After a conference with members of the 
executive board of district assembly No. 


246, who had come from Albany for that 
purpose, a series of grievances were 
drawn up. As General Manager Ton- 
cey, of the New York Central, had left 
for his home at Garrison, Mr. Holland 
was unable to present the statement of 
grievances to him last evening. 


In their petitions the knights ask 


that all the discharged men be rein- 
stated, declaring that they were drop- 
ped in violation of an agreement en- 
tered into by Jlr. Toucey with the 
freight men a year ago. The petition 
also asks that tho principle of seniority 
of promotion be recognized as hereto- 
fore. 
Mr. Holland will present the pe- 


tition to-doy if he can secure a hearing. 
The men admit that Mr. Toucey did not 
affix his signature to the agreement 
above referred to and that no duration 
of time was specified. 


Barney Morgan, fireman on a switch 


engine of the Hudson Biver railroad at 
Poughkeepsie, and master workman of 
the local assembly there, was discharged 
yesterday. At Albany employes of the 
road, who are also Knights of Labor, 
are being dismissed, among those who 
bave received the blue envelopes being 
Silas Foster, who has been in the ser- 
vice of the company twenty-one years.

Confronted with a Hie Strike on 


the Mai-Key Lines. 


EVANSVILLE, Intl., Aug. 8.— Eailroad 


business is at a stand still on the 
Maokey lines at this point, owing to a 
strike among the local switchmen. Yes- 
terday at 3 o'clock a committee waited 
upon General Manager Geo. W. Saul 
and presented a demand for the pay- 
ment of the Chicago scale of prices. 
Saul replied by informing the committee 
that they were discharged. An order 
was sent to the switchmen and they 
ceased work. Thou the general man- 
ager sent for the committee and asked 
for a conference, which was agreed to, 
but 
no 
understanding could 
be 


reached. Three later conferences were 
equally as futile, and at 6 o'clock Mana- 
ger Saul received a telegram from Pres- 
ident Mackay, who is in New York, de- 
clining to concede to the demand, and 
in consequence SOTCU crews and two 
extras quit work, but not until they had 
effectually blocked any traffic by filling 
up the mam track with single freight 
cars and stopping the switch engine on 
a cross section. Seven passenger trains 
are blocked in and it is impossible to 
move them. Two big excursions from 
Oakland City and Sullivnn are stranded 
here and 600 people are camped in and 
about the depot. Everything ia quiet 
in the yards, although the strikers are 
quietly watching events. 


' V1CTOKV. 


The Defeat of the <>aatemalian Array 


was Complete. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—A special from 


San Salvador says the defeat of the 
Guatemalan army by that of Salvador 
is complete. 
President 
Barrllaa, of 


Guatemala, has 2,000 soldiers on the 
road to the port of San Jose ready to 
protect his flight from the country. 
Anarchy reigns in Guatemala and Gen. 
Barundia has invaded the country from 
the Mexican frontier. The Salvador 
troops have gone back to the frontier to 
push on the invasion of Guatemala. A 
diplomatic settlement of the trouble 
with Guatemala is expected. 


General Miranda, commandant of the 


forces of Ayaila and an aspirant to the 
presidency of San Salvador, has been 
routed and Salvador is free from invad- 
ers. 
The outrage by Guatemala in 


seizing the arms ordered by Salvador 
from San Francisco created great ex- 
citement. Some assert that the seizure 
of war material in the liarbor of San 
Jose was cgreed upon by the govern- 
ment of Guatemala and the United 
States legation, bat it is not generally 
believed. Minister Misner's dispatches 
have not interfered 
with Salvador, 


though his silence in regard to the Col- 
ima outrage is not imderstood by the 
government of Salvador.

'Iho Colored Voters Will JTot «{tmUfy 


Under the New Tennessee Law. 


NASHVILLE, vTonn., Aug. 8.—The 


first election held in Tennessee since 
the passage of the poll tax qualification 
bill by the legislature in 1889, took 
place yesterday for county officers in all 
ho counties of the state, 
Negroes 


failed to vote and the republican vote 
was the smallest ever known. 
In sev- 


eral wards in Nashville, thickly settled 
by blacks, less than a half dozen negroes 
voted. The registration law and the 
poll tax Jaw practically disfranchises ihe 
colored voter, as very few of th'em will 
qualify. 


An Irish Patriot. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—It is propoeed 


by friends of O'lJ'onovan^Kossa.to raise a 
fund for him sufficient to maintain him 
in his old ago. With this object n so- 
ciety has been 
formed 
which will 


invitoall prominent Irishmen in the 
country to contribute to the end. The 
society comprises in its membership 
every well known Irishman in this oity, 
who inclines to the use of physicial 
force in securing the freedom of Ireland. 
It is also contemplated to start a sub- 
scription to send Eossa back to Ireland, 
soon after January 1,1891, the twentieth 
anniversary of his banishment from his 
native country.

The Legion Jtecognizcd by the t»ov- 


crnmciit-Kcvicned by Gov- 


ernor HoAry. 


(Indianapolis Journal.) 


SOUTH 
BEND, Aug. 5.— Yesterday 


marked an epoch in the history of the 
Indiana legion, for tho militia of Indi- 
ana were included in list of brigades 
which compose the national guard, a 
position which is considered a mark of 
efficiency and which is occupied by the 
militia of but few states. 
The an- 


nouncement was made in the afternoon 
and created much excitement. 
The 


legion will bo hereafter 
under the 


United States government. 


The other feature of tho day was the 


annual official review of tho troops by 
Governor Hovey and staff. 
The morn- 


ing was spent in preparing for that 
event, and the quarters were made as 
clean as possible. 
Tho chief executive 


arrived at 2 p. in., and was met at the 
train by Adjutant General Buckle and 
staff. When the camp was reached each 
of the three batteries of artillery thun- 
dered its salute. 
Tho grove was 


crowded with people from all over tbe 
northern part of Indiana. 
The column 


passed the reviewing stand in a manner 
that won for them the highest compli- 
ments from tho governor. 


Last night the entire brigade marched 


into tho city nnd treated the South 
Bend people to a sight which they had 
not seen since the war. The column 
moved at 5 p. m., and after marching a 
mile entered the city proper. 
The 


streets were crowded with people and 
nearly every business bouse was pro- 
fusely decorated. Fireworks in great 
abundance had been furnished and ior 
more than an hour the city was one 
blaze of colored lights. Tho parade was 
under tho personal cqmmand of General 
Ruckle. It took holt an hour for the 
entire column of infantry to pass one 
point. Tho governor's stnud was erected 
at tho court house, nnd there tho troops 
again passed iu review. Throughout 
tho lino of march there was a continual 
roar of cheers. 


Tiio encampment will end at 7 p. m. 


Saturday, though tho boys would wil- 
lingly stay another week.

Just what we will do, I do not 
know, but it is altogether probable that 
the result of the meeting will be the 
placing of a county ticket in the field." 


"It's a republican scheme, isn't it?" 


was the direct shot fired by tho reporter 
at the delegate. 


"They cannot hope to elect any can- 


didates in this county, it is true, if a 
straight republican ticket is nominated, 
[ do not think the republicans will nom- 
nate a ticket. They want to see what 
wo are going to do and if our ticket suits 
;heni they will indorse it." 


"How would such a fusion work? 


What would be the prospects of your 
electing the ticket?" 


"Pretty good, I think," was tho re- 


ply, "at least part of it. 
The main 


fight, I think, if a fusion should be- 
brought about, would bo on tho mem- 
bers to the legislature, and if good men 
are nominated for these positions wo 
would have an excellent chance of eleot- 
ng them." 


"But how could tho republican party 


ever straddle your platform—opposition 
;o trusts, etc. ?" 


"Oh, they wouldn't indorse our plat- 


form, only our candidates." 


"Their motive would be to injure the 


state ticket of the democrats, by draw- 
ng voters away from it, and to elect 
members of the legislature who would 
not vote for the regular democratic 
nominee for United States senator?" 


"That would be the result, of course. 


Well, it would suit me. I have always 
been a republican and if Indiana can't 
send n man to tho United States senate 
who is directly pledged to our interest, 
of course I would rather see them elect 
i republican than a democrat." 


"Considered from the old party lines, 


what will be the political complexion of 
the delegates of your convention to- 
morrow ?" 


"Well, probably 
over 
two-thirds

organizations of this city are republi- 
cans. I do not know how the farmers' 
alliance men would stand but I expect 
ihe same ratio of them are republican." 


' 'You will probably have a pretty in-
